internal processing, and having different interfaces for different operating systems, 
the interfaces of the application system comprising: 

a socket service interface for generating a socket linking service in 
communication nodes of both entities through an IPv6 layer in processing mobile 
packets; 

and an operating system kernel layer interface for calling services related to 
procedures and data structures of an operating system. 

4. These limitations, in conjunction with the other limitations in the independent 
claims, are not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record. 

A review of claims 1 - 6, in view of the Examiner's arguments above, indicates that 
claims 1 - 6 are allowable over the prior art of record.
